Domlnguei has been held In Jail 
hcje since the shooting on a charge 
of assault wllh Intent lo conunlt 
murder. 

Prosecutor Bweeley cald 
prisoner would be arraigned next 
week before Probate Judge C. 
Bailey on the new charge. He s 
that It would lake a few days 
obtain the records from the Boise 
hospital wliere Uie wounded Meutlcar 
was taken for treatment after flrsl 
being admltled to the Twin Falls 
couniy general hospital. 

William McBratney, Ada county 
coroner, has asked the Mexican 
Eovcmmenl lor permission to hold 
an autopsy. 

Early tlila afternoon Domlnguez 
had not been Informed of Chavez' 
death. Sheriff Warren W. Lowory 
Slid he was handicapped In the mat- 
ter because he spoke no Bpanlah and 
hii prisoner spoke no English. He 
platinea to have an Inlerpretor at 
the Jail later, however, to tell Do- 
mlngucz lhal he fros now being 
be Id for murder.

If you're to hold your heads 
np In the community, will have to overcome 
the habit of buying the first thing the butch- 
er shows you, and hurrying home to pop the 
precious bundle in the Icebox lest It all turn 
oiit to bo a dream. You'll also have to avoid 
the temptation of buying everything In sight 
for fear it won't be there tomorrow. 

There will bo certain strange now ap- 
proaches in shopping. For Instance, tho 
grocer may smile at you and give you his 
solicitous attention.

Be- 
cause they were 
nad records they 
would be Bubject 
to .. di*""""'- . n"y- 
vay. But outside 
Germany there 
aurvlvo contempo- 
rary proof* or thla ^.^tawk Puia 
evU campaign 
and. of oourao, many credible wlt- 
neisea Btlll live whose accounti 
riots, the eetzure ot citizens in tbeir 
homes and on tha streets, vandalism 
and eabotaga may l» considered for 
the guldanco ol Americans toward 
a correct Jud^ent of events lead- 
ing up lo mtlerlsm and the war. 

We arc dishonest with ourselves 
If we weakly admit that Bltlerlsm 
]uat happened aa an expression _. 
the German racial character, with- 
out cause or provocation. Iliero 
causes, tho like of which hi 
country would Invito Inartlal law, at 
least, nnd might drlvo 
form of fascism, some of whoso ar- 
bitrary controls i 
the people were readily adopted by 
the Roosevelt administration. If the 
nails rejected freedom as an Ideal,' 
bo It remembered that the commun- 
ists before them had used every 
trick In their book to maka free- 
dom under representative govern- 
ment Imposalblo. 

The naila did not Invent secret 
police work. Infiltration of the po- 
llea and military forces by 
agents and the secret denunciation 
of Individuals by neighbors and 
EOdates whom they truiled 
friends. They learned all this tho 
hard way from the 
up to 1D33, could cast about ili mil- 
lion votes and HlUcrlsra 
tosclsni In Italy, a revolt against 
revolutlotiary terror and planned 
degradation prconoted by outsldera. 

Our recollection ot this eoQuence 
has been obscured by propaganda

opinion nnd truth above personal 
:nlence will bo Intimidated By 
thnt. 

A calm but (Ictcrmlncd review of 
tho communist terror In Ocrmany, 
trustworthy accounta of which wore 
written day hy dny before llltler- 

ngalnst elmllOT Impositions here. 
Wo havo come to the end of the 
great war and millions of men soon 
be coming home, dispersing all 
the country, looking for jobs 
homes. Between them and those 
Jobj, without which they cannot 
tho homes, there stands, how- 
Uia 60-caIled labor movement 
wlilch Is really a dictatorship over 
labor and Industry aa well, by a 
.wwer poUtlclnns, skilled Jn tho 
sly devices ond atralegems which 
brought Hltlerkm to Germany and 
- ar lo tho world. 
Many Americans aay, eartlcs-ily, . 
vail till tho boys come homo nnd 
e what they will do to those pick- 



eti who try to keep them from their 
Job^■ 

I am afraid the boys will not be 
■bto to do much, oven granting that 
moit of them will bo hostile to this 
dlciatorihlp. The unions are en- 
trcndud In most of our Industries, 
they have hundrcda of mllllona ot 
dollait, tbelr orga n I tatlon la an om- 
inous marvel of tlrolca* efficiency 
and whta the retimiBd senrfco man 
finds blmself tiioko and unemployed 
wltb.-poihaps-a -younj - wUa-and 
baby dependent on him, they will 
put an arm over his ahoulder, ayra- 
pathlia with bim, possibly feed him 
and his for a few days, and tell him 
that tho enemies ot labor, tho war 
prolllcers ond tho native tasclsia 
are rtjponslble for hlo misery-. They 
wUl toll him that the shameful rec- 
ord ot ilrlkes In the war Industries 
li. In tset, an hanomblo record ot a 
fight which they waged on tha home 
front during his abacnco to preserve 
his rlshta and advance hla wages. 

Many of them will IxIIeve this, 
tha more of thorn because, tor a 
fact, there was profiteering In this 
wu notwithstanding the resoundhig 
promises of their government to pre- 
vent profiteering. Bo here, as In 
Germany, wo mny have veteran 
lighten, akIUed In fighting and 
hardened to It, standing ahoulder to 
(houliltr with tliD communlsta In 
Imnt ol Idle plants which could bo 
turning out automobiles and a thou- 
sand other articles, and paying wages 
and creating prosperity. TTioso vet- 
erans who do not believe tho com- 
munLit propaganda will be only 
loosely organlied at best but II they 
ehould form themselves Into bands 
with brassards for Identification to 
lllht for their' lobs, then also here, 
as In Germany, old comrades would 
bo let to fighting ono another and 
these Eioupa surely would be called 
fascists. 

Oddly, wo grant theso power poli- 
ticians of unlontsm the right to 
maintain private armies and shoot, 
club and bum but If other groups 
fight back, they are fascists or natls 
and subject to tho usual penalties. 

It Is not too soon to consider Ihesa 
pajslb littles for we have done llttla 
toward reconversion and the same 
philosophy that fought against re- 
covery, Internal peace, confidence 
and procperlty In Germany after 
tho Ilrsl war Is mighty In the CIO 
and tho political action commlttea 
and probably some o( tho same 
agents are available, posing as rel- 
ugces from persecution when reUl- 
bullon would bo an aptcr word. 

Most of us seem to have swallowed 
without blinking tho propaganda 
which derides tlio popular German 
conviction that" Germany stood 
nsalmt bolshcvlsm. But wo weren't 
there whereas Lho Germans were 
under lho guns nnd bolshcvlsm did 
Invsdo them and now that their war 
Is lent It Is back, proving that It hEid 
msjkfd them for a victim. True, 
Oetmany was ros pons 1 bio for bol- 
abevlim lor Germany created Len- 
in's icvolutlffn for tho imtnedialo 
putposs of putting Russia finally 
out of the first war and releasing 
armies to attack tho allies In Prance. 
That, however, does not Impair tlia 
fuel thnt after her defeat Germany 
ivnded by tho pesfllenco which 
aafl created, possibly undcr- 
estlmitlng Its vitality. 
It Is Idle to wonder whnt our peo< 
le would havo dono In the same 
rcumslanccs but It Is urgent that 
0 understand that tho samo typo 
of revolutionary la dctcrmtaed to 
reproduce tlioso circumstances here 
that the war Is ended and Ilus- 
Jlan vlclory Is secure. '
